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Narberth Man Back 
From Long Trip 

Reports Interesting Coast 
To Coast Motor Journey

Last Saturday evening Mr. and Mts. 
Robley A. Warner, formerly of Ard- 
more, but now residing in Narberth, 
Pa., completed an extended motor trip 
of 15,000 miles through California and 
the Northwest. 

The Warners left home March 7th 
last by train for Pa&adena, Oalifornia, 
shipping their Buiek motor car via. 
Panama Canal to Log Angeles. 

After receiving their car, they spent 
five weeks in Pasadena aa a center, 
touting all Southern Oalifornia, which 
■is a network of fine 'boulevard* 
throughout this part of the State, to- 
gether with a trip into Northern 
Mexico, The Grand Canyons of Arizona 
and Yosemite National Park. 

While returning from Yosemite on 
June 15th and crossing the high Sierra 
Nevada Mountain Range they encoun- 
tered a twelve-hour blizzard which by 
noon had completely blocked al. traf- 
fic, and with several others they were 
forced to seek Shelter for the lest of 
the day and night in an aibandoned 
tent, the nearest habitation being fifty 
miles ahead. 

Leaving Pasadena, they motored 
north, visiting all the principal cities 
and points of interest along the coast 
of California, Oregon and Washington, 
including side trips to the Columbia 
River and Mount Ranier National 
Park, the most northerly point <being 
Vancouver, B. C. 

They left Seattle for the trans- 
continental trip July 15th, by way of 
the Yellowstone Trail, which they re- 
port as fair in dry weather. In' cross- 
ing the Bitter^Boot : . Mou ntai ns from 
Idaho to Montane, many parts of the 
trail were very dangerous, due to single 
road traffic, steep grades, sharp curves, 
temporary bridges and fording of small 
streams due to the recent severe 
storms; nevertheless, they were high 
in their praise of this route, as com- 
pared to the southern route through 
New Mexico and Arizona, -where the 
hot deserts were encountered. 

A week's side trip to Yellowstone 
National Park, Shoshone Dam and 
Canyon, and Cody, Wyoming, was a 
feature of the trip. 

The "COAST TO COAST," which 
was plainly lettered on the hood ■ of 
the engine, and the Shriners' peniint 
in rear of car attracted much attention. 
The entire trip was made free of 
illness, accident or motor trouble, al- 
though while crossing the desert in 
South Dakota they narrowly escaped 
a holdup by. two bandits, which was 
probably averted by Mr. Warner's 
quick getaway and the use of his Oolt 
automatic, a very necessary article in 
Western motoring. 

Mr. Warner has many most interest- 
ing photographs which he made cover- 
ing the entire trip of six months.

Motor <%nupany. It requires the de 
posit of .$5.(10' per wocl: in some bank, 
which, when totaled to about -5. ]>er 
cent of the value- of the ear. is applied 
against the purchase priec of the <-.ir. 
The machine is then delivered to the 
purchaser and he continue* to pay the 
$.">.00 per week until the car is paid 
for. 

The plan was brondrnst as a new 
one fur acquiring an automobile, but 
it is simply the Building and Loan 
Association idea applied another way. 
Miiny people have pun-hased automo- 
biles by this plan who d» not own 
property; They found it easy to buy 
•the automobile, so why sWuld they 
not find it just as easy to buy a prop- 
erty? Many , people are depositing 
$5.00 a week oil the purchase of an 
automobile who think it would lie im- 
possible for them to deposit $5.00 a 
month for the purchase of a property. 

Jt is certainly the desire of every 
family to own the house it lives in 
and some sacrifices should be made to 
attain that end.

Many, many children go to school 
with a nice new- "scratch" on arm or 
leg, that the doctor assured them 
would "taike" nicely.

Unless a child's teeth are in a line 
and' unless they meet properly the child 
cannot speak distinctly. Missing teeth 
may make him lisp. Of course that 
fan be helped. He must wait until 
fhpy grow in again. Extra teeth get 
in the way of his tongue and prevent 
clear utterance. That can tbe helped. 
Send hdm rto school with his mouth in 
good shape. 

As for adenoids, they do not belong 
and should meet with short shrift. 
They Ibroak the child until he can 
neither breathe nor speak nor think 
naturally. Only sadly neglected chil- 
dren have such thfings. 

Then be sure to tell the teacher the 
correct age of the child. Lately there 
have appeared ^parents who have am 
bitions for thedr..ohildiren. . They, would 
have them prodigies ©f. learning. Life 
3s too short and -the^ infancy: of man 
too long 'to -suit ft h«ir -notion. The child 
must 'be speeded up, so" he is sent *to 
school as six ears'oM when he is flve. 
Thie ds disastrous-. The teacher 
proceeds to. teach a eix-year mind .when 
she 'has a five-year one and the child 
is etunned by the process. He gains 
nothing, but he" suffers n great deal. 
So does thei teacher until she discovers 
what is wrong. 
Give the children a right start.
